Phi Mu takes pride in enumerating to the Graduates her various 
campus activities, which serve to place A X P among the leaders in col- 
lege. Her honors are important and manifold. 

First we must consider our team managers. Our most important 
acquisition in this line so far was the election of Arnold Todd as Asst. 
Manager of football—the first time in Phi Mu’s history that we have 
had this distinction. The Athletic Committee this fall put into prac- 
tice a new system regarding managerships. Six men are chosen to 
come before the college for election and the two candidates possessing 
the highest number of votes become assistant managers. At the end of 
their Junior year, one of these is chosen for the managership. This 
arrangement will probably work fairly well for football but it is obvious 
that it is rather unsatisfactory for the other sports. 

Our other managers were chosen under the old ruling and include 
Al Barthold, custodian of the track team, Chip Drew and Jake Jagels, 
assistant managers of lacrosse and swimming, respectively. The latter 
two will automatically succeed to the managerships next year. In ad- 
dition to these we have an ambitious group of Sophomores who are 
working hard for like positions. Judy Gardy aspires to take the basket- 
ball squad under his wing, Charlie Israel obliges the track men with 
rub-downs, and Al- Johnson applies soothing salves to the irritated skins 


of the matmen. ’ 
We are also taking a prominent part in the various college publica- 


tions. Chip Drew is Secretary of the Burr, Clem [retz and Charlie 
Israel holding subordinate positions on the staff. Jake Jagels is Asst. 
Editor of the Brown and White and also Asst. Editor-in-chief of the 
1922 Epitome. Eagle Israel is Circulation Manager of the Brown and 
White, and Brothers Gardy, Cox, Gould and Conroy are Associate 
Editors.
